D. Ellis, Jr. does not agree with the 
city attorney, James L. Mayson, as to 
the right of the mayor to veto the 
recall election resolutions. 

It is understood that both the city 


attorney and the assistant city attor- 
mney will be called upon for an opinion 
at the session of council Monday after- 


noon. 

The city attorney has held and says 
he is still of the opinion that the mayor 
has not the authority to veto a recall 
election resolution. 

‘The assistant attorney stated Friday 
that at first he was inclined to the 
opinion that the mayor could not veto 
the recall resolutions, But after look- 
‘ing more carefully into the law he now 
thinks that the mayor can use his veto 


power. 
How City Attorneys Differ. 

The city attorney bases his opinion 
on the wording of the law giving the 
people of Atlanta the power of recall. 
The law eays that a recall election 
shall be called by the “general coun- 
cil,” and makes no mention of the 
. mayor. 

The assistant city attorney bases his 
opinion on the city charter provision 
in section 61, which is given above, 
and says he thinks that this should 
hold, although the mayor is not named 
in the recall law. 

It is being pointed out that if there 
should be a recall petition gotten up 
with the necessary number of voters 
for the recall of the entire thirty mem- 
bers of council, they could act on 
their own recall without any appeal 
or veto power over them, if the city 
attorney's construction of the recall 
law is correct. 

This difference of opinion of the 
city’s two legal advisers may cause, 
it is said, stig] more legal complica- 
tions, which May finally result in the 
matter being thrashed out in the courts 
if council fails to sustain the miyor's 
veto or attemnts to ignore the veto 
altogether. 

A count of noses which was made 
by members of council Friday points, 
it is claimed, tg the mayor being sus- 
tained by a sufe vote. The latest count 
is 14 votes to sustain the mayor and 
15 against his veto. 

Another count, claimed to be conserv- 
ative, is that the mayor will have six- 
teen votes and the opposition. only 
thirteen.

SECOND STIFF NOTE 
GUING TD AUSTRIA 
ABOUT THE ANCONA 


United States Will Insist 
Even More Strongly Than 
in First Note on Compli- 
ance With Demands. 


REPLY MADE BY AUSTRIA 
‘CONSIDERED BY CABINET 


Not One of American: De- 
mands Acceded To--Stated 
Austria Will Avoid a Dip- 
lomatic Break if She Can 
Find Avenue of Escape. 


Washington, December 17.—The Unit- 
ed States prepared late today to dis- 
patch a second note to Austria-Hungary 
on the sinking of the Italian steamship 
Ancona. The communication will vig- 
orously renew the demands made in the 
first note; none of them, according to 
an official announcement by Secretary 
Lansing. having been complied with by 
the Vienna foreign office. 

President Wilson probably will ap- 
prove the form the second note ‘shall 
take tomorrow in conference with Sec- 
retary Lansing. The secretary will 
then act without further suggestion 
from the president, who will leave 
Washington tomorrow night on his 
wedding trip. Should the secretary de- 
termine, however, that the further coun- 
sel of the president is necessary, will 
go to wherever the executive may be. 
Should the situation become still more 
acute, the president may be forced to 
shorten his honeymoon and return to 
Washington. 

Austria May Yield. 

From an authoritative Teutonic 
source came the information tonight 
that the Vienna government had no de- 
sire to be the cause of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Austria-Hungary being severed. It was 
said that if the second note left an 
avenue for it, the foreign office prob- 
ably would see fit to agree to all the 
demands made by the United States. 

The second note will be cabled to Am- 
bassador Penfield for presentation to 
the Vienna foreign office at the earliest 
possible moment. It is considered prob-

It has been determined, it was aid 
tonight, that the note shall re-state the 
position and views of the United States 
emphatically, that it shall be even more 
vigorous than the first note, which was 
the most drastic of all the diplomatic 
communications the United States has 
sent during the present war. 

Cabinet Considers Austrian Reply. 

The official text of the Austrian re- 
ply was considered today by the presi- 
dent and his cabinet. Apparently the 
official version contained nothing which 
made its meaning radically different 
from the unofficial version cabled in 
news dispatches from London. After 
the cabinet meeting Mr. Lansing an- 
naunced that none of the demands made 
by the United States had been acceded 
to. It was explained that the reply 
suggested. further communication on 
the subject and more specific informa- 
tion in support of the charges made 
by the United States. 

Official translation, Mr. Lansing said, 
made the meaning of the Austro-Hun- 
garian government perfectly clear. The 
secretary previously had declared the 
unofficial version to be vague. Slight 
changes caused by variations in trans- 
lation existed between the two versions, 
he said after seeing the official text, 
but the meaning in a bread sense was 
the same. 

Such a rejoinder is wholly unsatis- 
factory and unacceptable to the Ameri- 
can government and increases the 
gravity of the situation between the 


itwo nations. 


No Extended Discussion. 

In regard to the second note, Secre- 
tary Lansing and officials were reti- 
cent. It was sald, however, that the 
United States might give some of the 
facts asked for, though it would not 
under any consideration enter into an 
extended discussion of details. The 
United States expects its demands to 
be promptly complied with, and such 
apparent procrastination as officials 
consider Austria-Hungary exhibited in 
answering the original inquiry for in- 
formation, submitted soon after the 
Ancona disaster, will not Le allowed to 
pass without action. 

Prince Hohenlohe, one of the attaches 
of the Austrian embassy, called at Sec- 
retary Lansing's office today and start- 
ed much speculation by leaving what 
appeared to be a communication. Later

New York, December 17.— Paul 
Koenig, formerly head of the secret 
service of the Hamburg- American line, 
and Richard Emil Lyendecker were ar- 
rested tonight by agents of the de- 
partment of justice charged with con- 
spiring to blow up the Welland canal. 

Koenig was arrested at 45 Broadway, 
in the offices of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line.

Greece Is Warned That the 
Austro-Germans Will Cross 
Frontier if the Allies For- 
tify Saloniki as Base. 


GERMANS ARE PLANNING

They Are Only Waiting for 
Reinforcements and Muni- 
tions—Serbs and Bulgars 
Are in Big Battle in Albania 


London, December 17.—The threat 
that the German minister at Athens 
is said to have made, to the effect that 
Germany would be compelled to take 
action to drive out the allies at Sa- 


; | loniki if the fortification of that base 


is made, brings the Balkans develop- 
ment a step nearer a crisis. How soon 
the Austro-Germans cross the Greek 
frontier will apparently depend upon 
how soon they are able to collect suf- 
ficient troops. 

The Post’s Athens correspondent says 
that the fact that an attack wpon 
Saloniki has not yet begun is attributed 
in diplomatic circles to the necessity 
in which the Germans finds themselves 
of “concentrating sufficient forces, re- 
pairing communications destroyed by 
the Anglo-French and Serbians and the 
bringing up of sufficient supplies of 
munitions, but that the moment they 
have made these preparations the at- 
tack will be begun and pushed home. 

Digpatches to The Daily Mail from 
Athens estimate the total availabie 
German forces at 200,000 men, who, 
however, are fatigued by continuous 
mountainous marching, and state that 
it is reported the intended German re- 
inforcements have been diverted to 
Rustchuk to meet an expected Russian 
menace. 

According to the Athens Embros, the 
ministerial organ, the Greek govern- 
ment will address a fresh protest to 
the entente powers against fortifying 
Sialoniki.

Italy is expected to contribute great- 
ly to the reorganization of the Serbian 
army, which is now concentrating in 
Albania where its ranks are being re- 
formed and supplies, landed by the al- 
lies during the past fortnight, dis- 
tributed.

System Didn’t Want Com- 
‘to Get Books. 


: 


New York, December 17.—Testimony, 
intended to show that Edward D. Rob- 
bins, former general counsel of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, caused to be spirited to Can- 
ada the books and assets of the Bil- 
lard company and tried to prevent 
them from being produced before the 
interstate commerce commission and 
the grand jury, was presented by the 
government today, which closed its case 
against Robbins and ten other former, 
directors of the road on trial for al- 
leged criminal violation of the Sher- 
man law. 

The trial now has been in progress 
two months and five days. On Monday 
counsel for the defense will make a 
motion to dismiss the indictment. If 
it is not sustained it probably will 
take the defense at least three weeks 
to present its side of the case. 

' Parting Shot at Robbins. 

The government’s parting shot at 
Robbins was delivered through testi- 
mony reluctantly given by Samuel C. 
Morehouse, a New Haven attorney, 
who took the books and assets of the 
Billard company to Canada. This is 
the company which for a period held 
for the New Haven the stock of the 
Boston and Maine railroad, financed 
the e steamship deal by 
which Robbins is alleged to have had 
the steamships Harvard and Fale 
transferred to the Pacific coast, and 
which had numerous other financial 
transactions with the New Haven or 
Charles S. Mellen, the New Haven's 
former president. 

What Morehouse did, according to 
his testimony, was to organize in 
Montreal, Canada, the St. Lawrence Se- 
curities Company, Limited, which 
N the stock of the Billard com- 
pan one capitalized at $2,000,006, for 
$10, 500, the money for the transaction 
apparently having been furnished by 
Robbins. The reason the former gen- 
eral counsel! of the New Haven ig ge 
the company’s approximately $14,000,- 
000 worth of assets transferred, accord- 
ing to Morehouse, was to escape the 
heavy taxes imposed upon the securi- 
ties by the laws of the state of Con- 
necticut. It developed from the tes- 
timony, however, that the Billard com- 
pany, although assessable for the se- 
curities at the rate of $50,000 a year, 
had for four years never paid a cent 
of taxes to the state, and that through 
a transaction negotiated prior to their 
transfer, $10,000,000 worth of them 
were extinguished. 

Refused te Produce Books. 

Morehouse, who temporarily had 
acted as president of the Billard com- 
pany, said he was called upon to pro- 
duce the Billard books for the inter- 
state commerce commission inquiry 
into New Haven affairs in February, 
1914. This, he said, he refused to do 
after a conference with Robbins and 
Homer S. Cummings. counsel for John 
L. Billard. 

“It was decided.“ said Morehouse, 
“that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion did not have authority to require 
those books.“

20 POISONOUS SNAKES 
FOR SCIENCE CONGRESS 


New York, December 17.—Twenty- 
four delegates from Paraguay, Uru- 
guay, Argentina and Brazil, who will 
represent their countries at the second 
Pan-American Scientific Congress, to 
be held in Washington beginning De- 
cember 27, reached here today on the 
steamship Vestris. The party was in 
charge of Robert E. Jeffry,, American 
minister to Uruguay, and was met by 
Assistant Secretary of War Henry S. 
Breckenridge and Dr. Samuel Gold- 
schmidt, of the Carnegie Institute for 
Medical Research. 

Among the delegates was Dr. Vidal 
Brazil, director of the Institute de 
Butantin, of Sao Paulo, Brazil. Dr. 
Brazil is to give a special demonstra- 
tion of his experiments with venomous 
snakes, conducted for the purpose of 
determining an antidote, not only for 
snake bits, but to ascertain if snake 
venom is effective as an agent in coun- 
teracting the ravages of certain dis- 
eases of the human body. Dr. Brazil 
brought with him a collection of twen- 
ty varieties of poisonous snakes, which 
will be presented to the New York 
Zoological Gardens after they have 
been exhibited before the congress.

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PERSONS KILLED 
IND 40 ARE INJURED 


By Storm Which Sweeps 
Through East Mississippi 
Counties and Passes Into 
Alabama—Property Dam- 
age Heavy. 


Meridian, Miss, December 17.—At 
least four persons were killed and two 
score more or less seriously injured 
early today as the result of a tornado 
which swept through several east Mis- 
sissippi counties and passed into Ala- 
bama northwest of here. Two negro 
women and two negro children were 
killed in Giles, Kemper county, when 
occupying 
were demolished, a score of persons 
were injured and nearly one hundred 
buildings, for the most part occupied 
by negroes, were destroyed in the 
town. 

Reports tonight indicated that the 
cyclone first appeared in Clark county, 
near Shubuta, forty-two miles south of 
here on the Mississippi Eastern railroad. 
Several persons were injured and nu- 


‘merous structures were destroyed or 


unroofed in Shubuta. Near the town 
the tornado crossed the railroad three 
times in a space of one mile and con- 
tinuing struck Monasco and Brewer, 
injuring several persons and causing 
considerable property damage. 
Jumping from Clark to Lauderdale 
county, north of here, the cyclone struck 
Obadiah and Cullum and sweeping on 
through Kemper county passed into 
Alabama near Scooba. Numerous per- 
sonal injuries and considerable dam- 
age was reported at Obadiah and Cullum 
and advices from Scooba stated that 
in Geiger, Ala., seven miles northwest 


. of that place, several persons were in- 


jured and the railroad station and oth- 
er structures destroyed. The path of 
the tornado for a distance of nearly 
50 miles north of Obadiah was mark- 
ed by damaged farm houses and other 
structures, it was said. 

Wire communication throughout the 
stricken districts still was interrupted 
tonight and only meager reports were 
available. 

Giles is a small settlement east of 
Scooba and near the Alabama state 
line. The population largely is com- 
posed of negro farm hands and naval 
stores workers. Obadiah is a country 
town 12 miles north of Meridian, and 
Monasco and Brewer are hamlets south- 
east of Quitman. 

The tornado did not reach Quitman, 
Miss., previously reported in the path 
of the cyclone, but the immediate sec- 
tion was visited by a heavy rain and 
electrical storm. One negro man was 
struck by lightning and seriously in- 
jured. 

Information from Columbus, Miss., 
Stated that heavy property damage 
had been reported between that city 
and Fayette, Ala. Millport, Ala., suf- 
fered heavily, it was said, and several 
persons were injured there.

LEW CALLS ON BRYAN 
T0 SHOW COMMON SENSE 


In Matter of National Pre- 
paredness — Country Must 
Prepare for Antagonism. 


Charleston, S. C., December 17.— The 
country calls on Mr. Bryan in this hour 
not only for the preaching of a great 
preacher, but for the teachings of prac- 
tical American wisdom,” declared Unit- 
ed States Senator James Hamilton 
Lewis, of Illinois, democratic whip of 
the senate, in an address before the 
Southern Commercial Congress here to- 
night. “Truth admonishes us that this 
is the hour when our country must be 
ruled by sense and not sentiment; our 
creed must be that preparedness is pa- 
triotism, neglect of it self-destruction,” 
continued Mr. Lewis, who announced 
his intention of replying to Mr. Bryan’s 
speech on the question of national de- 
fense. 

The former secretary of state before 
the congress last night delivered his 
address oh “The European War and Its 
Lessons for Us,” which he has made 
in various parts of the country. In 


it he made a plea for universal peace, 
and argued against proposed increases 
of the army and navy, asserting that 
the country would need no additional 
forces to repel armed invasion. Former 
Secretary Bryan left Charleston early 
today. 
“ United States Must Prepare. 


“The United States,” said Senator 
Lewis, “must prepare for an outburst 
of European and Oriental antagonism. 
. »« .. Our conduct toward the world is 
not * regulated by our desires, but 
our desires are being forced by the 
conduct of the world. 

In reply to that part of Mr. Bryan's 
speech deprecating the cost of increas- 
ed armament, Senator Lewis declared 
that “one sum of money levied by a 
foreign foe upon one American coast 
city as an indemnity from bombard- 
ment and destruction would equal the 
whole sum of the preliminary prepared- 
ness which would have avoided the loss 
to the city and preserved the nation 
from dishonor.” He also asserted that 
all munitions and armament bought 
for the army and navy “are bought 
in the United States,” and that “if mil- 
lions are taken from the treasury to 
defend the millions of Americans it 
goes back into the pockets of the peo- 
ple who paid it into the treasury.” In 
part Senator Lewis said: 

“William J. Bryan opposes national 
defense preparedness against war out 
of the instincts of his heart guided by 
his Christian creed. His motive can- 
not be assailed by any man, but in this 
hour the American must prepare 
for his tomorrows from the impulse of 
his mind, guided by the sense of self- 
preservation.” \ 

Hostility to United States. 


“Japan and China,” said the senator, 
“both resent the fact that we went 
into their land and took the Philippines, 
but will not let their people come into 
our land.” Germany and Austria, the 
senator declared, would ‘‘jointly visit 
upon America the penalty for the par- 
tiality they charge against us in favor 
of England.“ peg when Great Britain 
will find an “agreeable hour to re- 
venge our indictment of her for ob- 
structing our commerce on the seas, 
what avail then will be our hopeful 
creed of love to all men?” 

What if we are unprepared to re- 
sist?” he asked. 

“Mr. Bryan,” the senator said, “must 
see from this state of affairs that we 
serve the country and the Lord by faith 


‘lwith works—faith in the justice of our 


cause, and breastworks on the coast of 
our country.”

RECALLED BY BIG FILM 


“I Was Badly Frightened When 
I Started Out on First Mis- 
sion, Says Old Man. 


»rnat picture is history.” 

He was a man of about 60 years of 
age, well set up and genteel looking, 
and he had just come from the Atlan- 
ta theater, where he had seen the pres- 
entation of “The Birth of a Nation,” 
David W. Griffith’s history picture of 
South Carolina and the war. He had 
addressed his remarks to no one in 
particular, but several heard him, and 
he continued: 

„ was 16 years old when the war 
ended, and I was in the midst of the 
worst of the reconstruction evils. My 
father and an older brother had been 
through the war and my brother did 
not come back. My father lost his 
leg and was an invalid from other 
wounds and I fell heir to the respon- 
sible position of head of the house. 
And I had a mother and two sisters. 

“It wasn’t long after the reconstruc- 
tion days began that things got pret- 
ty bad, and—well, I had to do what I, 
could to help protect our people. 

“One night I got the call from the 
captain of our band, and I got ready. 
And I am nct ashamed to say that 1 
was scared—I was scared so bad that 
I thought once or twice of ,turnin 
back. ut I didn’t, mainly because 


had something of a vision that it 
might be my time to call for help next. | 
When a man has women folks to think 
of and the kind of hell we went 
through surrounding him it gives him 
a courage he doesn’t get any other 
way. So I kept on—gritting my teeth | 
at every step and forcing myself to 
go on. . 

J say I was scared, but that don't 
explain my feelings. I was shivering 
so with fear that it was a hard mat- 
ter for me to sit on my horse. I didn't 
know where we were going, or what 
we were going for, but this uncer- 
tainty had nothing to do with my 
fright. I was nothing but a youth, 
and that probably explains my condi- 
tion. Every mile rode was a mile 
of double torture. I pictured myself 
the victim of a thousand ‘different 
deaths, and when we got to the meet- 
ing place I was ready to fall off my 
horse. 

“Our captain said only a few words 
to us, but they galvanized us into a 
battery of determined men. I shed 
my youthfulness right there and I have 
never had that feeling since. It was 
a case of helpless Woman and black 
brute, and 200 strong we rode to do 
our mission. 

“When our mission was over we had 
begun something which we kept up 
for months—but which finally had its | 
reward in a peacefulness of mind to 
our men folks and a sense of security 
to our women. And I had lost all 
sense of fear.“

due season” will follow that with a de- 
tail statement outlining his platform. 
As just what time that statement will 
be issued information is not obtain- 
able, further than that the date has not 
been decided. It is known that the 
governor is desirous that the campaign 
should not be opened too soon. 

The original plan was that his friends 
—those who have induced him to make 
the second race—would issue a state- 
ment to the people of th estate Sunday 
morning, but the announcement came 
from them Friday morning that the sit- 
uation has been so fully covered in 
the news stories of the past two or 
three days that there is no wno neces- 
sity for that statement. Therefore, 
there will be nothing Sunday beyond 
possibly the very brief and formal an- 
nouncement by the governor of his 
candidacy.

SUPREME COURT HOLDS CITIZEN

The opinion was in the case of Young 
et al. vs. Nixon, for the use of the city 
of Cartersville. A. D. Nixon brought 
suit to recover for the use of the city 
of Cartersville $165 alleged to have 
been paid illegally to H. W. Howard, 
agent for the United States Fidelity 
and Guarantee company, by Mayor G 
W. Youn and Commissioners H. J. 
Galt and W. H. Milner, of Cartersville. 
The high court held that since it did 
not appear that the plaintiff had been 
authorized to act for the city, the low- 
er court erred in not sustaining a de- 
murrer and dismissing the petition.

The rumor which has persistently circulated for some time, to the effect that newspaper 
editors were also included in the consultation of the majority of the members of the Police 
Board who decided to remove Chief Beavers, and employed lawyers to show them how to 
carry out the scheme, seems to be well founded. 

It is bad enough for members of a Board to meet in secret conference and decide to find 
some pretext to remove a public official, and retain lawyers to show them how to proceed. 
But it is infinitely worse for the owners of newspapers, which are supposed to be the medium 
of public information, to meet with such factions and agree to co-operate in the move. 

Doubtless there have been a few people in this city who really believed in the sincerity 
of the professions and disinterested patriotism of the men who voted to remove the Chief. 
But there can be none so silly as to uphold the efforts now being made to evade the plain 
letter and spirit of the law. | 

The Legislature of Georgia at its 1913 Session, enacted a Law which provided for the 
Initiative, the Referendum, and the Recall, which Law was adopted by the people of Atlanta 
by a majority vote at a regular election. The Initiative and Referendum require the machin- 
ery to be put in motion by the Mayor and General Council. But there were men engaged in 
drafting this Charter Amendment who anticipated and foresaw the exact condition now exist- 
ing, and the matter of the recall was purposely left to the General Council and not to the 
Mayor and General Council. | : | 

Great lawyers have come forward with citations from foreign states, in which they en- 
deavor to show that the rules of construction applicable under the Constitution of Nebraska 
are applicable to the operations of a municipality in Georgia. Under the Laws of this State, 
and under its Constitution,.a municipality has no natural inherent rights. It is merely an 
agency of the Legislature charged with specific duties which it must perform in particular 
ways. If the Legislature of Georgia so desired it could enact a law requiring the trustees 
of the Carnegie Library to call an election when petitioned for by the requisite number of 
voters, to be defined by the act of the Legislature, and that Board, in calling such an elec-

Washington, December 17.—(Special.) 
Atlanta rates from the north and east 
are the pivotal rates of the whole re- 
adjustment of freight rates which the 
railroads will put into-effect on Jan- 
uary 1, unless they are suspended by 
the interstate commerce commission. 

This fact was brought out today by 
W. A. Wimbish, who is in charge of 
Atlanta's case before the fourth sec- 
tion and suspension boards of the com- 
mission at the hearing held at the 
New Willard. 

At present the rate from Louisville 
and Cincinnati to Atlanta is 98 cents. 
The proposed new rate is $1.07, an in- 
crease of 9 cents per hundred pounds. 

“From Cincinnati to Atlanta is 474 
miles,” said Mr. Wimbish in discussing 
the matter. “The longest interstate 
haul in Georgia, from Savannah to the 
Tennessee line, near Chattanooga, is 
470 miles. For this intrastate haul 
the rate is $1. If this rate which the 
railroads have established is fair, then 
a rate of 98 cents for approximately 
the same distance from Cincinnati to 
Atlanta is a reasonably high rate. The 
volume of tonnage and other things 
which influence rate making is prac- 
tically the same on both hauls from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. 

“Statements of the railroads’ repre- 
sentatives make clear the fact that this 
rate of $1.07 they propose to establish 
is the basis of the whole new tariffs.

To Exchange Dr. Beland 
For Franz von Rintelen 


Montreal, December 17.—The German 
gov t has offered to exchange Dr. 
Henri 8. Beland, former postmaster 
general of Canada, for Captain Franz 
von Rintelen, according to advices re- 
ceived here today by Arthur Ecrement, 
a former member of parliament. Dr. 
Beland was captured at the fall of Ant- 
werp. 

Captain von Rintelen was removed 
by British officers from a steamer while 
en route from the United States to 
Holland. He has been held ab’ a pris- 
oner of war in England ever since, and 
several reports stated that he was in 
the Tower of London under sentence of 
death for espionage. He has been 
named many times recently as having 
directed a conspiracy to foment strikes 
in munitions plants in the United 
States. 

The communication to Mr. Ecrement 
was from Premier Borden, who said 
that Andrew Bonar Law, the British 
colonial secretary, had requested vati- 
can authorities to petition for Dr. Be- 
land’s release. he communication 
stated that Cardinal Gasparri, after out- 
lining the steps taken by the vatican 
toward securing Dr. Beland’s liberty, 
in a letter to Sir Henry Howard, British 
representative at the vatican, wrote: 

“The papal nuncio at Munich has been 
informed by the German government 
that the liberation of Dr. Beland would 
be effected as soon as the British gov- 
ernment accorded former Captain Rin- 
telen, now held prisoner in England, his 
freedom. [I hope that the English gov- 
ernment will have no difficulty in ac- 
ceding to the propsition of the German 

overnment, and that it will be possible 

— both prisoners to obtain their lib- 
erty.”’

Charleston, S. C., December 17.—En- 


dorsement of “all the policies and prin- 
ciples of a national and international 


character announced by President Wil- 
son,” plans for a “nation-wide adver- | 
tising campaign in the interest of the 
south’s resources and opportunities,” 
and preliminary steps toward organiz- 
ing a committee to present to the 
American people a peace bell,” as a 
“token of the love and affection of the 
south to all the people of the land,” 
occupied the attention of delegates to 
the Southern Commercial Congress at 
its session here late today. 

The congress, which has been in ses- 
sion here since Monday, adjourned to- 


night. 

Selection of the city for holding the 
next annual convention was left to the 
executive committee of the congress. 
Officers also will be chosen later. 

Other sections of lengthy resolutions 
passed by the congress outlined work 
for the coming year. 

Indorsement of President Wilson's 
policies came in the course of that sec- 
tion of the resolutions which gave 
formal approval to administration 


plans for rural credits legislation and 
for a “great merchant marine.” After 
mentioning these specific items, the 
resolution then pledged support to “all 
President Wilson’s policies of a nation- 
al and international character.” 

For Shipment of Tobacco. 

In its resolutions the congress also 
requested the president and congress 
to take steps to guarantee the ship- 
ment of tobacco to neutral countries 
“without restrictions for re-exporta- 
tion, in order that tobacco may reach 
its final foreign markets.” 

Plans approved for campaign by con- 
gress in the interests of the south call 
upon congress to seek co-operation of 
various southern trade bodies. 

The suggestion for a “peace bell” was 
presented to the congress by Ben Al- 
theimer, of St. Louis, and Senator Dun- 
can U. Fletcher, president of the con- 
gress, was empowered to appoint a 
committee representing each southern 
state and other sections to promote the 
project. It was planned to pay for the 
bell by getting each school boy and 
girl to give 1 cent each. t 

Resolutions calling for ,federal ap- 
propriations and legislation to enable 
federal, state and city officials to es- 
tablish joint offices for aiding the un- 
employed, were adopted today at a 
conference of southern state and mu- 
nicipal officers after discussion of the 
question with Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son and officials of his department. 
The Southern Commercial congress in- 
dorsed the plan. 

Subjects Indorsed. 

Among other subjects indorsed by the 
congress were: Inland watefways, na- 
tional and state aid for better high- 
ways, efforts of the American Bar as- 
sociation to “modernize” procedure and 
practice of courts, organization of a 
“semi-official national chamber of ag- 
riculture,” as proposed by delegates to 
the Association of Southern Agricultu- 
ral Commissioners, which met here 


by various organizations to pass laws 
for establishment of co-operative mar- 
keting, purchasing and credit societies 
or the ‘benefit of American farmers. 

The woman’s auxiliary to the South- 
ern Commercial Congress adopted res- 
olutions which placed that organiza- 
tion on record as favoring among other 
things, the following: 

Legislation to abolish child labor, en- 
force compulsory education, factory 
inspection, minimum ‘wages, Maximum 
work hours in mines, factories and 
mercantile establishments employing 
women and children, 

Co-operation by the 8 in the 
work of organizing state and county 
branches of the league to enforce peace. 
The auxiliary’s resolutions were for- 
mally adapted by the congress. 

Hoke Smith Shoots at Britain. 


In an address to the congress today, 
Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, in 
a denunciation of British “lawlessness 
in interfering with exports of Ameri- 
can cotton, suggested that a confer- 
ence should be held by American and 
British statesmen to seek a solution of 
the cotton export problem. 

He later turned to a discussion of 
efforts of the state department at 
Washington to improve American com- 
merce. In the course of that part of 
his address, the Georgia senator de- 
clared he’ was “not proud of the state 
department’s begging through” certain 
commodities. He was discussing at the 
time the arrival here from Germany 
several weeks ago of ship-loads of 
Christmas toys, and also of attempts to 
get through cargoes of dyestuffs. 

Senator Smith entered into a lengthy 
discussion of the British orders in 
council as affecting American exports 
to the northern European countries. 
and through them to Germany, using 
the arguments he said he had used in 
the United States senate. 

He also took up the question of cot- 
ton contracts on the New York ex- 
change, and promised that the Smith- 
Lever, regulating these contracts. 
would be passed through congress 
again. The bill was ruled unconstitu- 
tional in a New York court on the 
ground that as a taxing measure it 
should have originated in the house 
of representativ “The house will 
pass it first this time, if that’s neces- 
sary to make it constitutional,” the 
senator promised.

ASQUITH S WIFE SUES 
LONDON NEWSPAPER 


She Wants an Order to Pre- 
vent the Publication of 


Alleged Libels. 


London, December 17.—Mrs. Herbert 
H. Asquith, wife of the premier, ap- 
peared as a plaintiff in chancery court 
today, demanding an order to restrain 
The Globe from the publication of al- 
ao libels. Mrs. Asquith’s attorney 
said: 

“For a whole fortnight before the 
issue of this writ Mrs. Asquith has been 
deliberately pursued in the defendant’s 
newspaper with accusations of disloy- 
alty and of association with German 
8 at Donnington Hall. She has 

een described as a traitor and as a 
disgrace to her sex, and attacked in 
most opprobrious terms. These at- 
tacks were systematically and malev- 
olently maintained and were only sus- 
pended after the writ had been issued.” 

The attorney opposed The Globe's re- 
quest for a postponement, urging the 
court not to deprive the plaintiff of this 
opportynity to clear herself publicly. 

“The persecution of Mrs. Asquith has 
been Sa on nearly a whole year,” he 
said. “It began last spring in another 
newspaper, which the defendant doubt- 
less would say was of a lower class 
than The Globe. That paper had to 
apologize publicly and at Mrs. Asquith's 
request, pay £100 to the Red Cross 
fund. The same people who dissemi- 
nated these libels through The Globe 
sent sheaves of anonymous letters to 
the plaintiff, and imputations against 
her were made in social circles. The 
matter has now come to a head in a 
form where the defendants can be 
brought to account and made to give 
their reasons for the accusations.” 

Mrs. Asquith’s counsel pointed out 
that the statements were not made 
against his client by name, but against 
the wife of.a cabinet minister. There 
was .sufficient evidence, he contended, 
to show that Mrs. Asquith was the 
person referred to. Moreover, .he said, 
a confession had been obtained from 
one of the parties “to those gross libels 
which are calculated to shake confi- 
dence in the administration.” 

The court allowed the matter to 
stand over until Tuesday. The plaintiff's 
attorney said Mrs. Asquith had made a 
denial under oath of the statements. 


JEFF STAPLES IS FREED. 


Acquitted of Charge of Mur- 
dering Son-in-Law. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., December 17.— 
(Special.)—In Gwinnett superior court, 
which adjourned yesterday, Jeff Staples 
was acquitted of the charge of mur- 
der. He was accused of killing his 
son-in-law, Jake New, on July 4, 1914. 
The evidence showed that New and his 
wife were spending the day with Sta- 
ples and his family and after dinner 
Staples and New went to Norcross and 
came back drunk. A row was started 
and Staples shot New when he was ad- 
vancing on him with an open knife, 
after New had knocked down Staples’ 
wife and broken her jaw bone. ‘He was 
acquitted on his plea of self-defense. 

Several other cases attracted much 
attention on account of the nature of 
the crimes and the parties involved. R. 
A. Nash was fined $350 and costs, and 
J. C. Jett got a sentence of $300 or 
twelve months and Tom King got 
twelve months in the chain gang and 
six months in jail. Walter Titshaw 
was sent up for four years for shoot- 
ing at his aunt.

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CONGRESS QUITS 
FOR THE HOLIDAYS

Senate Adopts House Reso- 
lution Extending Emer- 
gency Tax After Hot De- 
bate Members Leave for 
Homes. 


Washington, December 17.— Congress 
adjourned tonight for the Christmas 
holidays after the senate had adopted 
the joint resolution which passed the 
house yesterday extending the emer- 
gency revenue law one year, or until 
December 31, 1916. The senate adopted 


debate, by a vote of 45 to 29, democrats 
supporting it solidly and republicans 
unanimously opposing it. President 
Wilson signed the measure tonight. 
Both houses will reconvene at noon 
Tuesday, January 4, when the admin- 


istration legislative program, including 
the plans for national defense, will be 
undertaken in earnest. 

During the two weeks of the session 
the only important legislation was the 
extension of the war tax. This was 
done to prevent a lapse of the law De- 
cember 31, next, with, the understand- 
ing that the law will be taken up for 
amendment in order to increase the 
revenues as soon after the holidays as 
possible. 

General Exodus of Members. 

Upon the adjournment tonight there 
was a general exodus of members for 
their homes. The day in the house 
had been devoted to speeches on na- 
tional defense. Discussion of war rev- 
enue resolutions in the senate resolv- 
ed itself into a tariff argument, re- 
publicans assailing the Underwood law 
as inadequate and condemning the 
general fiscal policy of the administra- 
tion. Senator Underwood, of Alabama, 
in his first senate speech, vigorously 
upheld the law which bears his name 
and challenged republicans to compare 
it with the Payne-Aldrich tariff. 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance committee, in response to ques- 
tions from the republicans, said he un- 
derstood it to be the administration's 

lan to propose further revenue legis- 
ation after the holidays, and that his 
impression was there would be no is- 
suance of bonds to defray increased ex- 
penses of the government, including the 
preparedness program. 


Penrose and Underwood Clash. 


Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, 
who led in the minority attack on the 
resolution, interrupted Senator Under- 
wood’s speech to draw a picture of idle 
men in his state during his campaign 
for re-election last year. He said the 
present prosperity in the steel business 
was due to the war and immense pur- 
chases by belligerent governments. 

Senator Underwood, asking if Sena- 
tor Penrose attributed the late depres- 
sion to competition of foreign steel 
mills due to the tariff reduction in the 
Underwood law, pointed out tnat im- 
portations of steel had been less since 
the beginning of war “than at any 
time in the most highly Protected his- 
tory of the country.” 

“The senator from Pennsylvania,” 
Senator Underwood. said, “has made 
clear his belief that the depression 
which followed the terror of the first 
few months of the war was due en- 
tirely to the democratic administration, 
but that the present prosperity alone 
is due to the war. 

“This discussion today has clearly 
defined the issues between the two 
, sg parties on questions of legislation. 

r. Penrose says we are committing a 
crime against the American people by 
reducing the custom house taxes and 
replacing them with taxation resting 
solely on the wealth of the country. 

“He has challenged the democrats for 
that legislation and he has chaHenged 
them correctly. The present tariff law 
was written with great deliberation re- 
ducing the tax at custom houses with 
the purpose of making room in our 
system of taxation for a tax on wealth. 
By means of the income tax the burden 
is removed from the poor man, and ‘he

“The treasury deficit which is blamed 
on the European war,” said Senator 
Penrose, would, in my opinion, be a 
thousand times worse were it not for 
the war in Europe. The war in Eu- 
rope has been the only cause which has 
saved the fiscal policy of the party 
now in power from the most gigantic 
collapse ever witnessed in a civilized 
country. In my conservative and abso- 
lute conviction I believe if we had not 
had the war in Europe we would have 
had the blackest times in the history 
of the American republic. There would
